Keenan had admitted 
receiving only £10, but 
had anticipated being 
paid a further £30.

Then Mr. Flavell des- 
cribed the meeting be- 
tween Keenan and Black- 
burn in a club for over- 
seas visitors—ithe Zambesi

Mr. Flavell said the 
couple became very 
friendly. But there were 
no grounds for suggest- 
ing that there was any- 
thing other than being 
merely triendly. 

Mr. Flavell went on: 
“ Blackburn realised that 
Keenan’s work was likely 
to give her access to 
Cabinet documents. In 
January he asked her to 
show him documents re- 
lating to Rhodesia.” 

Miss Keenan passed 
him three documents: 

The first was a copy of 
a duplicated document 
which it had not been 
possible to identify: 

The second was & 
transcript of shorthand 


notes of draft minutes 
of a meeting; 

The third was a copy 
of minutes of a meeting. 

Mr. David Heaton, a 
Civil Service establish- 
ments officer in the 
Cabinet Office, said a 
transcript of part of the 
draft minutes of a meet- 
ing, which he had given 
to Detective-Superinten- 
dent Gilbert, was classi- 
fied “ secret.” 

He added: “In my 
opinion the unauthorised 
disclosure of the infor- 
mation in this document 
would cause serious in- 
jury to the interests of 
the nation.” 


Trial 


Mr. Heaton said Kee- 
nan got her job in the 
Cabinet Office through 
the Ministry of Labour 
at Halifax. 

Keenan and_ Black- 
burn were sent for trial 
at the Old Bailey. They 
reserved their defence 
and bail was refused. 

Their solicitor, Mr. 
Victor Lissack, said: 
“They never intended at 
any time to endanger 
the security of the 
nation.”
